FINDINGS OF FACT AND CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

This matter comes before the Zoning Commissioner as a Petition for
Variance for the property located at 1208 Susquehanna Avenue, a water
front property adjacent to Frog Mortar Creek in eastern Baltimore County.
The Petition 1is filed by Gregory A. McKibbin and Nancy I.. McKibbin, his
wife, property owners. Variance relief 1is requested from Section
1B02.3.C.1 of the Baltimore County Zoning Regulations (BCZR) to permit a
minimam side yard of 5 ft. and a total side yard of 17 ft., in lieu of the
required side vyard of 10 ft., and a total side vyard of 25 ft. Also re-
quested is approval of an undersized lot and any variances which may be
necegsary in the discretion of the Zoning Commissioner for proposed con-
struction., The subject property and requested relief are more particular-
ly shown on Petitioners' Exhibit No. 1, the plat to accompany the Petition
for Zoning Variance.

Appearing at the public hearing held for this case were the Petition-
ers/property owners, Gregory A. McKibbin and Nancy L. McKibbin, his wife.
Appearing in support of the Petition was Paul Lee, the Engineer who pre-
pared the site plan. There were no Protestants or other interested per-

sons present,

Testimony and evidence presented was that the subject property is a
rectangularly shaped parcel known as lot No. 38, 215 Susquehanna Avenue in

Middle River. The property is alsc known as No. 1208 Susquehanna Avenue.
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The property is .307 acres in area and is zoned D.R.3.5. As is Lhe case
with much of the waterfront property in Baltimore County, this property
was developed many years ago and the subdivision in which the site is
located is quite old. The property is presently developed by an existing
1-1/2 story dwelling which is shown on both the site plan and in photo-
graphs submitted at the hearing. Access is also provided to Frog Mortar
Creek by a wooden pier which extends from the water side of the property.
The property also contains an existing stone driveway which leads from
Susquehanna Avenue and a small wood shed.

Apparently, the house is gquite old and in need of repair. The Peti-~
tioners propose razing the house and constructing a new dwelling in its
place. The house will be located in the same area as the existing dwell-
ing.

The Petitioners believe that the construction of the new dwelling
will be an improvement to the site. I agree. Moreover, the Petitioners
note that the lot is very narrow {(approximately 40 ft.). Strict adherence
to the requlations would permit a house of just 15 ft. in width. The area
of the lot is sufficient in that same is very deep (303 ft.).

The Petition has been approved by the member agencies of the Zoning
Plans Advisory Committee. The Office of Planning and Zoning (OPZ) recom-
mends approval of the variance and notes that the elevation and architec-
tural drawings submitted show that the proposed dwelling is compatible
with other residences in the area. The Department of Environmental Protec-
tion and Resource Management (DEPRM) notes that it is their intent to
grant the necessary variance from envircnmental regulations to allow this
residential redevelopment. The plan has been amended to confirm the pro-

posal to DEPRM's recommendations. The Developer's Engineering Division



has also reviewed the proposal and advises that any building must have an
elevation of 1 ft. above the 100 year frequency tidal elevation, pursuant
to PFederal Flocd Insurance Administration BStandards. The Paetifioners
indicated that the issues raised by DEPRM and Developers Engineering Divi-
sion would be satisfied.

Based on the testimony and evidence offered all of which was
uncontradicted, I am persuaded to grant the Petition for Variance. Clear-
ly, the Petiticners have met the test set Fforth in Section 307. The nar-
rowness of the lobt makes strict compliance with the regulations impossi-
ble. The Petitioners' proposal present an opportunity for a real upgrade
to the site and the community. I concur with OPZ's assessment that the
grant of the variance 1is appropriate. For these reasons, the Petition
will be approved.

Pursuant to the advertisement, posting of the property, and public
hearing on this Petition held, and for the reasons given ahove, the relief
requested should be granted.

THEREFORE, T 275>0RDERED by the Zoning Commissioner for Baltimore
County this day of July, 1995 that a variance from Section
1B02.3.C.1 of the Baltimore County Zoning Regulations (BCZR} to permik a
minimum side yard of 5 ft. and a total side yard of 17 ft., in lieu of the
required side yard of 10 ft., and a total side vard of 25 ft., be and is
hereby GRANTED; and,

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that a variance for the approval of an under-
sized lot, be and is hereby GRANTED, subject, however, to the following
restrictions which are conditions precedent to the relief granted herein:
